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The  Blackbird  football  team,  under  its  fifth  new 
coach  in  as  many  years,  was  the  pre-season  choice 
for  the  Triple-A  cellar.  Don  llipps  took  charge 
of  the  1958  squad  and  gradually  molded  it  into 
one  of  the  strongest  teams  in  the  state.  Despite 
the  fact  that  the  Birds  won  only  three  games 
while  tying  two  and  losing  five,  they  were  a  much 
better  team  than  their  won-lost  record  showed.
